1 note that on both of your letters from Kleindienst, the date, June 25, 
was added with a different typewriter. (Compare the "2" and "5".) This same 
date was added in the same way on my latest letter from Mr. K. I am enclosing 
a draft of my appeal in that case. 

1 think we should seek out a clear test of the "investigative file" 
exemption, hoiiefully on something that is not so sensitive that any judge 
would not allow its release. For example, the page from CD 653 which I have 
requested. 1 would not be surprised, however, if I get this on appeal.
